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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Selectmen continued to meet every Monday evening at 
7:00 P. M. except on Holidays when we met at some other time, 
also several Special meetings were held. 


Two Special Town Meetings were held. One was to create a 
Regional School Planning Committee which we hope will provide 
a practical solution to the Jr. and Sr. High School problem. The 
other was to appropriate money for the purchase of a Rotary Broom 
for use in preparing roads for resurfacing. This was a piece of ma- 
chinery we had badly needed for several years. 


Chapter 81 work again had to be limited mostly to mainten- 
ance except for three short stretches which were hard surfaced. 


The Chapter 90 work on Greenfield Road has been completed. 
We have been unable to get any assurance of the State taking over 
Jacksonville Road (Rt. 112) so we asked for a Chapter 90 project 
for this work which has been approved with the state contributing 
60% of the money instead of the usual 50%. 


No report of the year’s events would be complete without men- 
tion of the highly successful 200th anniversary celebration. We 
would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank the General 
Chairman, Rockwell Donelson and all other members of the com- 
mittee who contributed so much to making this the biggest cele- 
bration Colrain has ever known, also our thanks to the townspeople 
and general public for their splendid cooperation. 


The two international trucks which we have had for four years 
are becoming very expensive to maintain and we feel must be traded — 
this year, also we are asking for money to buy a new truck plow to 
replace one which has served its usefulness.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of Griswold Memorial Library: 


The following is the Librarian’s report for the library year end- 
ing December, 1961. 


Book circulation was as follows. Adult books: fiction, 2365, 
non-fiction, 1194: total 3559. Juvenile books: fiction, 2825, non-fic- 
tion, 698: total 3523. Total circulation from the library, 7082. Miss 
Baker, book-mobile librarian, reports 3393 books given to the Cen- 
tral School and book stations in town. The total circulation of books 
from the library and book-mobile is 10,475. This is less than the 
10,880 of 1960. The falling off of the library circulation came in the 
latter part of the year. There were 37 new registrations. 


In order to meet certain state requirements the number of hours 
open to the public was increased from 11 hours weekly to 15. Start- 
ing in June, the schedule has been 2 to 8 p. m. Tuesdays and Sat- 
urdays and on Thursdays 6-9 p. m. Miss Sara Jean Carpenter work- 
ed Thursday evenings through the summer. Since then Mrs. Beulah 
Gammell has taken that evening. 


147 books were added to the library: 99 adult and 48 juvenile. 
The number of volumes now in the library is now 8136. Several 
books have been given. Mr. Clarke Maynard continues to give four 
books yearly as well as the Reader’s Digest in memory of his moth- 
er and aunt. Mr. Royal Davenport has again given a year’s issue 
of the American Heritage Magazine. Other donors are Mrs. Carl 
Sewall, Mrs. Lyndal Denison and Mr. Byron Scott. Mr. and Mrs. 
Ernest Hale also gave several volumes. The children continue to 
send in book reports for certificates. 256 5-book and 22 honor cer- 
tificates have been given to pupils from grades 4-8. Arms Academy 
students have been doing required reading through the summer and 
fall from lists given them from the school. 


In observance of National Library Week, April 16-22, a* very 
interesting nature talk was given on a Sunday afternoon by a mem- 
ber of the Audubon Society. 


When National Children’s Book Week came Nov. 12-18, Mrs. 
Rowe of the regional library came to the library two mornings to 
give book reviews and for story-telling. Mr. Glenn Brown provided 
transportation for the pupils both mornings. 


About 200 visitors came to the library bi-centennial days to see 
the library and pictures and books about Colrain that were display- 
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ed. A large sign giving the library hours has been placed on the 
library lawn. Exit signs and emergency lights have been installed 
as required by law. 


Two trustees resigned this year because of leaving town. Mr. 
Van Hopps moved to Shelburne and Mr. Byron Scott, who was 
chairman of the trustees, moved to Williamstown where he is now 
a member of the Williams College Library staff. Their leaving was 
a loss to the library and much regretted by all.

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VETERANS’ SERVICE REPORT 


To the Selectmen of Colrain: 


Herewith is the 16th Annual Report of the Western Franklin 
Veterans’ Service District and a summary of Veterans’ Benefits 
(Soldiers Relief) handled thru this office during the past year. 


Requests for assistance were received from one thousand, eight 
hundred and ninety-five veterans or dependents. This includes forty- 
four applications for hospital care or out-patient treatment. Seven- 
ty-seven people were assisted in making application for pensions or 
in making out annual income reports in connection with pensions. 
One hundred and forty-seven requests for photostatic copies were 
received and one thousand, three hundred and sixty-seven prints 
were made. 


Thirty-two cases received assistance under Chapter 115, the 
Veterans’ Benefits public assistance program of the Commonwealth. 
Of these, eighteen cases were new during the year. One hundred 
and one persons were included in these cases and a total of $29,954.79 
was paid during 1961. Towns will receive reimbursement from the 
State of fifty per cent (50%) in settled cases and full reimburse- 
ment in State settled cases. 


The total expense of District Administration, as shown on our 
monthly warrants, was $6,245.85 from a budget established at 
$6,400.00 


Our requests for service became more numerous after the 
Greenfield Office of the Veterans Administration was closed. 


Our close contact with the District Representatives and other 
Board Members, in all cases, has been most helpful and is greatly 
appreciated.

As Chairman of the Colrain Bicentennial Committee I would 
like to make the following brief report to the Town: 


At a meeting called October 4, 1960 by Harold L. Roberts, 
Chairman of the five-person pre-planning committee appointed by 
the Town Moderator in 1959, I was elected Chairman. Kathleen K. 
Cromack, Secretary; Elaine M. Fairbanks, Assistant Secretary; and 
Leo G. Tetreault, Treasurer. There were 23 people at the first meet- 
ing and the attendance thereafter ranged from 18 to 35. Anyone 
who showed interest or came to a meeting was on the committee. 


At our first meeting it was voted the First Flag Raising Over 
A Public School be used as a theme to build the celebration around. 
That was carried out at the Spring meeting of the Franklin County 
Selectmen which was held in Colrain and at the 8th grade graduation 
exercises of Colrain Central School. 


The program for Saturday consisted of Horse Drawing, Chicken 
Barbecue, Gymkhana, German Band, Shelburne Swingteens, Stor- 
rowtown Dancers and a very successful dance on the green with 
over 100 square dance sets participating. Music was furnished by 
Jack Mansfield’s orchestra. Sunday started with early church ser- 
vices followed by a huge and colorful parade at 1:00 P. M. from the 
covered bridge in Lyonsville to the school grounds. Exercises on the 
grounds consisted of a prayer, song — Hills of Colrain, band con- 
certs by the 8th Air Force Band, and The Conquerors, a demonstra- 
tion by the VIth Massachusetts Continentals and a mock Indian battle 
with local boys. Beard growing and parade prizes were also awarded. 


Other attractions were an excellent antique show at the Colrain 
Congregational Church, a hobby show in the old town office, open 
house at the library and Kendall Company warehouse, old ceme- 
teries, a bus tour to Catamount and all churches were open for in- 
terester persons. Concession and refreshment stands were open 
both days. 


An historical booklet, a map showing roads and _ historical 
points, and the Greenfield Recorder supplement of Colrain history 
were on sale both days. 


There was an estimated crowd of 12,000 to 15,000 people on 
Sunday who witnessed the day’s events. 


The Bicentennial received recognition from Mayor D. J. Christie 
of Coleraine, Northern Ireland in the form of a hand-illuminated 
scroll which was framed and placed in the Griswold Memorial Li- 


brary. Also on file at the library are slides taken of the celebration 
which are for any organization to borrow for viewing, plus the 
records of the secretary and treasurer of the group. We were also 
recognized by Congressman Silvio O. Conte who made note of the 
celebration and read a brief history into the Congressional Record. 


Credit should be given to the Old Home Day committees for 
their work over the last few years in anticipation of the Bicentennial 
and their contribution of over $1,600.00. Also, thanks should go to 
the voters for giving us $1,500.00 to use but after all reports were 
in it was found that it wasn’t needed, therefore it was returned to 
the Town Treasurer. 


After many meetings and plenty of hard work by countless 
people, The Colrain Bicentennial Celebration on August 5 and 6, 
1961 turned out to be a huge success as testified to by the many 
congratulatory message received by the committee. 


The balance of approximately $900.00 left in the treasury was 
turned over to a committee of five to improve swimming facilities 
in Colrain. 


The committee wishes to thank the town’s people for their ef- 
forts in “clean-up and paint-up” projects in town. Also thanks and 
appreciation are expressed to everyone who in any way contributed 
to the success of our bicentennial celebration. 


The support and cooperation of everyone made it the success 
it was.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


The following is a report of the activities of your Fire Dept. 
for the past year. 


Our fire loss record for this past year was excellent. We had 
14 fire calls last year, only two of these being of major structual 
involvement. The others were either chimney or grass fires. 


Our citizens are now calling the firemen for those small chim- 
ney fires that used to develop into serious fire loss. By so doing we 
have been able to stop the unnecessary loss that would develop if 
these fires were not properly taken care of. 


Our new truck was delivered the last week in July. This truck 
has increased the Fire Dept. efficiency 100%. We are able to get 
over the hills faster and we are transporting twice as much water as 
before. We also have combined the high pressure fog, and the 
volume pump into one unit. By employing a little old fashion Yankee 
ingenuity we were able to acquire a new 1000 ft. capacity hose 
dryer. This will make it possible for us to give our fire hose better 
care, and get it back into service much faster than before. 


Our firemen completed another course in firefighting this sum- 
mer. They were instructed by Deputy Chief Edmund Tetreault, 
state instructor, from the Greenfield Dept. 


Our ambulance service continues to be very popular in the area. 
We are still able to boast the best service available for the cheapest 
of rates. 


With all the improvements in your fire dept. this year, we still 
have room for more. We need a better alarm system, more coats 
and protective clothing, and more hose, to name a few. 


I shall continue to work for better fire protection for our town. 
It is the cheapest fire insurance available.

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and ac- 


counts of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 1960, 
and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions of the several departments receiving 
or disbursing money for the town, or sending out bills for collection, 
were examined and checked. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined. 
The recorded receipts were analyzed and checked with the records 
of the departments making payments to the treasurer and with other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, while 
the expenditures were compared with the selectmen’s warrants and 
with the classified record of payments. The cash balance on Jan- 
uary 23, 1961 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with 
a statement furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count 
of the cash in the office. 
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The records of pay roll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county retirement system, the teachers’ retirement 
system, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and teachers’ insurance were 
examined and checked, and the payments to the proper agencies 
were verified. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the trust 
funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined and listed. 
The income was proved and the amounts transferred to the town 
were verified. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
checked with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled secur- 
ities and coupons on file. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The tax and excise accounts outstanding at the time of the 
previous audit, as well as all subsequent commitments, were audited 
and proved. The recorded collections were checked with the pay- 
ments to the town and district treasurers and the abatements, as 
entered, were compared with the assessors’ records of abatements 
granted. The outstanding accounts were listed and proved, and the 
eash on hand January 23, 1961 was proved by actual count. 


Further verification of the outstanding tax and excise accounts 
was made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the town and district, the 
replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed are 
correct. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined. 
The recorded receipts for dog and sporting licenses, as well as gas- 
oline registrations, were checked, and the payments to the treasurer 
and to the Division of Fisheries and Game were verified. The cash 
balance on January 23, 1961 was proved by actual count of the cash 
on hand. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s record of 
town meetings, and the amounts voted were compared with the 


aggregate appropriations raised by the assessors in the computation 
of the 1960 tax rate. 


The surety bonds of the town treasurer, town clerk, tax collec- 
tor, and and deputy collector, filed for the faithful performance 
of their duties, were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The transfer from the reserve fund were listed from the records 
of the finance committee. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Mem- 
orial Library were examined. The receipts from investment income, 
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town appropriation, and miscellaneous sources were verified, while 
the expenditures were checked with the cancelled checks and 
vouchers on file. The cash balance on January 23, 1961 was proved 
by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
_ ment of the library funds in the custody of the library treasurer 
were examined and listed. The income was proved and the sales, as 
well as the withdrawals, were verified. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen and the sealer 
of weights and measures, as well as of the highway, public welfare, 
veterans’ services, and school departments, and of all other depart- 
ments collecting money for the town or sending out bills for col- 
lection, were examined and checked. The payments to the treasurer 
were verified. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on December 31, 1960. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries 
of the tax and departmental accounts, as well as schedules showing 
the transactions and condition of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the several town officials dur- 
ing the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, to express appreciation.

CLINTON E. GRAY 
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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Citizens of Colrain: 


In this, my annual report, I recognize a number of persons who 
have, through their interest and hard work, provided a great deal 
of help toward the education of the children during 1961. 


First, and most important, I acknowledge the continuing fine 
contributions made to the Central School by Principal Amnott and 
his able faculty. Their dedication to and ability for the task of in- 
structing and guiding the boys and girls are major factors in the 
success of the program. Although working with young people is 
generally very rewarding, we must keep in mind the frustrations 
which daily challenge the school staff. 


The other staff members; Mrs. Coombs, her assistant, and Mr. 
Call help to create an atmosphere which is most conducive to good 
academic work. Although they are not directly concerned with in- 
struction in the 3 R’s, their responsibilities have considerable influ- 
ence upon the achievements of the children and teachers. 


It is also proper to note the understanding leadership and dir- 
ection that is provided by the School Committee. Without their 
concern for the welfare of the children and the future of this com- 
munity it would not be possible to provide a worthwhile program in 
the School. Constantly faced with the ever increasing costs of 
education and yet aware of the Town’s financial limitations they 
must make decisions that are not always popularly received. 


Another helpful group, the Parent-Teacher Association, has, 
through close affiliation with the School, been of great assistance 
in expanding the opportunities of the pupils and interpreting the 
objectives of the educational program to the community. We are 
fortunate to have this energetic organization working for the benefit 
of all citizens. 


We anticipate, in the fall of 1962, some increase in enrollments.

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While the above increase, at the elementary level, is insignifi- 
cant I direct your attention to the continuing large number of 
children at each grade level. This has necessitated the division of 
Grade II into two classrooms and the securing of an additional 
Teacher to work at this level. We plan to continue to provide an 
extra teacher for these children when they enter Grade III in Sep- 
tember. Since the generally accepted best class size is somewhere 
between twenty-five and thirty our faculty is to be commended for 
the fine guidance given the children in the large classes. Provision 
of a teacher who divides her time among pupils, at all grade levels, 
who need special instruction and assisting in the seventh grade room 
while Mr. Amnott instructs other classes in Physical Education does 
a great deal to help toward overcoming the handicaps of large 
classes. It is interesting to note that the very emphasis being placed 
upon physical exercise, in all the grades has been beneficial to the 
children physically and, I believe, mentally by making them more 
alert and receptive to the academic program. 


The desire for the much needed high school education is ap- 
parent in the ever increasing number of pupils attending Arms and 
other area high schools. With every worthwhile occupation in to- 
day’s world, demanding at least a high school diploma, this trend 
will undoubtedly continue and a projection of the large elementary 
classes indicates probable larger enrollments in future years. 


With more children staying in school for longer periods of time 
and the rising costs of salaries, wages, books, other educational aids, 
materials, and supplies added to higher expenses for the mainten- 
ance of school buildings it is obvious that we must continue to 
somehow provide ever longer sums for public education. Country- 
wide: one-fourth of our entire population, or forty-eight millions, 
is now in school from kindergarten to graduate school. The number 
of births per year has doubled in the last two decades and increasing 
proportions of our total school population are continuing on to finish 
high school and other institutions. Careful allocation of the money 
raised locally, as well as the funds provided by the Commenweaith 
and Federal Governments, must be kept in mind to make certain 
no unnecessary burden is placed upon the taxpayer. 


As I have mentioned in previous reports I strongly recommend 
that a careful study should be made, both locally and by the Legis- 
lature, to explore the possibility of raising funds for education from 
sources other than the real estate tax. If we continue to rely, solely, 
upon this heavily burdened base it will eventually mean limiting the 
educational opportunities to be made available for our youth. This 
would, indeed, not only handicap the boys and girls, but it could 
have an undesirable affect upon our local, state, and national econ- 
omy and security. 
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The several School Committees and we school employees are 
heartened by the current efforts of the Buckland, Colrain, and 
Shelburne Regional District Planning Committee toward evaluating 
the adequacy of present secondary school facilities and working on 
plans for a new high school. With the passing of recent years our 
need for improved and larger facilities is growing ever more im- 
perative. To maintain the present and past high standards of Arms 
Academy, everyone must give careful study to the recommendations 
of this Committee in order that our boys and girls will have to wait 
only a minimum period of time before a new building will be in use. 
The reader will also be interested in Principal Beattie’s comments 
on this need, as presented in his annual report in this booklet. 


The Operating Budget request for 1962 includes increases for 
certain desirable and necessary improvements. Allowance has been 
made for salary raises to faculty and administrative personnel. The 
amount allocated for textbooks is twenty percent higher due to the 
large number of texts needed and the assignment of part of the 
money in this account to provide a telephone for a pupil confined to 
her home. A new account, under the Expenses of Operation section, 
Substitutes, has been set up to allow for any temporary custodial 
replacement and assistance with extra cleaning work carried on 
during school vacations. The money for this account has been made 
available by reducing the Fuel and Utilities items an equal amount. 


The relatively large increase in the Health item is necessitated 
by the continuance of regular expenditures, e.g.; Doctor’s fee and 
medical supplies and the need to pay for a School Nurse’s services 
from the budget since this assistance is no longer provided by the 
District Nursing Association. 


Part of the increase in high school transportation is to cover 
the cost of the late bus. This service has been very helpful in mak- 
ing possible participation in the musical, athletic, and literary extra- 
curricular activities at Arms. It, of course, also gives the students 
increased opportunities to get help from their teachers and the 
guidance director. 


More money is recommended for tuitions of children to be as- 
signed to the Special Help Class and the amount to be spent for 
special Science and Mathematics aids has been increased. The last 
item is fifty percent reimbursed by the Federal Government. 


During the year 1962 it is our hope that we in the schools, 
together with private citizens in many instances, will be able to 
continue the present high level of education now offered in all 
grades and to devote some time and study to the following: 
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Surveys of the Reading and Testing Programs at all grade 
levels. These will include consideration of methods and ma- 
terials used and a careful analysis of the achievement of the 
pupils. 


The enlarging and strengthening of the new Parent-Teacher 
group at Arms. This organization has been a long desired 
affiliate of the school and with adequate encouragement and 
proper guidance can greatly aid toward interpreting the 
school’s programs, objectives, and needs for the public. Its 
success will be contingent upon the efforts of both the 
school personnel and the general public. 


Continue our search for new and better methods and ma- 
terials to help us present the curriculm in the schools in the 
most effect ways possible. 


A study of the need for and possible provision of a School 
Adjustment Counsellor to be shared with two or more other 
nearby communities and paid for, in large part, by the 
Commonwealth. 


Careful analysis of the salary position and related factors 
effecting same of all school personnel with the goal; ade- 
quate reward for worthy effort in keeping with the supply 
and demand of high type persons and the maximum ability 
of the communities to pay for such services. 


A study of the most effective and desirable steps that can 
be taken to assure the children and staff members of ade- 
quate protection in the event of atomic warfare. 


In closing I would be amiss if I did not again bring to the 
attention of all citizens in this area the ever increasing need for the 
finest possible education and training of the youth in the several 
communities in order that this Nation can continue to maintain its 
high position while serving mankind. An adequate education is go- 
ing to continue to cost more money and demand increased interest 
and support from the public.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 
COLRAIN CENTRAL SCHOOL 


December 2, 1961 
To the Citizens of Colrain: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Colrain Central 
School. 


School opened September 5 with an enrollment of 255 pupils 
distributed by grades as follows: 
Grade I 31 Mrs. Alyce Streeter, teacher 
Grade IIC 12 Mrs. Helen Carpenter, teacher 
Grade IIM 30 Mrs. Muriel Miller, teacher 
Grade III 29 Mrs. Ruby Root, teacher 


Grade IV 31 Mrs. Lyndal Denison, teacher 
Grade V 32 Mrs. Dorothy Quinn, teacher 
Grade VI 33 Mrs. Marian Byron, teacher 


Grade VII 29 Raymond Amnott and 
Mrs. Elsie Mayer, teachers 
Grade VIII 28 Mrs. Gertrude Streeter, teacher 


One change in the faculty should be noted. Mrs. Elsie Mayer 
was hired to replace Mrs. Marjorie Gilbert, who resigned last June. 
Mrs. Mayer teaches reading, arithmetic, spelling to certain pupils at 
all grade levels, and assists in the seventh grade. 


One change has been made in the curriculm. Beginning in 
September a correlated physical education program was started. 
This program is supervised by the principal who visits the class 
rooms weekly and sets up activities and exercises which are carried 
on by teachers for the remainder of the week. To date the program 
has all the appearances of being successful. Its complete success 
will depend on the pupils realization that a healthy body is a neces- 
sary factor in attaining relative success and contentment in life and 
that physical conditioning should be a regular part of their living 
at home as well as in school. One serious drawback to our program 
at school is the lack of a reasonably well-equipped gymnasium with- 
out which it is difficult to carry on a proper plan of activities with 
any degree of regularity. Classrooms do not lend themselves well 
to a physical education program because of space limitations. 


Our academic program is progressing well. This progress is due 
to two different factors: the efforts of the teachers and the interest 
of the parents in the total educational program of the school. 


The health of our pupils is being constantly and efficiently 
taken care of by our school nurse and school physician, Mrs. Hazel 
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Pickwell and Dr. John Olson. Upon examination, parents are noti- 
fied of any physical defects and correction is instituted as soon as 
can be conveniently arranged. Much credit is due Dr. Olson and 
Mrs. Pickwell for their keen interest in the physical well-being of 
our school children, — and also the entire community. 


The building is still being kept clean and comfortable through 
the efforts of Mr. George Call, our custodian. Very few people re- 
alize how much time and effort are required to keep a school such 
as ours in proper condition. Mr. Call, — and incidentally Mrs. Call, 
also, — are to be commended for the splendid work they are doing. 


Our school cafeteria is still a popular place, especially at iunch 
time. Well-balanced and nutritious lunches are being served by our 
dietician, Mrs. Sarah Coombs, and her helpers, Mrs. Everett Coutu, 
Mrs. Patrick Sheridan, and Mrs. Raymond Gates. 


A very gratifying part of our total school program is our Ssav- 
ings plan. The interest of the children still remains high. Since the 
beginning of the school year in September we have banked approxi- 
mately one thousand two hundred dollars. The deposits at the bank 
from our total banking program amount to more than twelve thous- 
and dollars. Such thrift will have positive value in later life. 


Our P.T.A. is, as it always has been, very active in the social 
life of the school. Square and round dance lessons are being pro- 
moted and supervised by this group. Also they arrange for several 
socials and other activities during the school year for the purpose 
of putting into practice the social graces acquired during the dance 
lessons. We have a right to be proud of our P.T.A. because of its 
interest and participation in school affairs. 


The parent-teacher conferences that were started last year are 
being continued. We feel that these conferences can be of great 
benefit to everyone concerned but most particularly to the children. 
We are pleased with the parental response to the interviews as it 
shows an interest in the schools by those who should be most con- 
cerned, the parent. We also feel reasonably sure that these con- 
ferences will become more and more successful as we gain experience 
and knowledge from them. After all, as teachers and parents our 
greatest concern is for the total welfare of our children. By working 
together better results can be attained to enhance our program. 

To our faculty and other school personel, my sincere apprecia- 
tion for the excellent work you are doing; to the school committee 
and superintendent for guidance and help, my thanks; to the citi- 
zens of the town for a fine spirit of interest and cooperation in 
helping to keep our school a “functional institution of learning,” my 
gratitude.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL ARMS ACADEMY 


To the Citizens of Colrain: 


I submit my fourth annual report as Principal of Arms Acad- 
emy. 


Over the years Arms Academy has received its share of honors. 
Our athletic teams have not only won many fine victories, but our 
students have done outstanding work in colleges, in the Armed 
Forces and in the business world. 


During the last ten years many of the towns in this vicinity 
have built new schools and are thereby offering their students 
greater opportunities than they have ever received before. North- 
field and neighboring towns now have an outstanding school — 
Pioneer Valley Regional. Deerfield and several nearby communities 
have Frontier Regional, and in Greenfield the new high school offers 
many new courses and provides many new opportunities not possible 
in the old school. What does this mean to the students in the 
Shelburne Falls area? Our students still have to compete with the 
students from these other areas not only in colleges and universities 
but also in the labor market. Can we honestly say that our stu- 
dents, with the limited facilities and curriculum at Arms Academy, 
are in as favorable a position as their parents and grandparents 
were many years ago? I don’t believe we can justify an affirmative 
answer. 


In these more comprehensive high schools the students have an 
opportunity to fit a schedule to their own individual needs, instead 
of the student fitting the schedule. For example, students who are 
not academically endowed, would have an opportunity ta take a 
program that would prepare them for a successful adult life. On 
the other hand students with greater mental capacity would have 
an opportunity to take courses in advanced placement (courses with 
college credit) and in general an accelerated program that would 
fit their future needs. This does not mean that the other students 
would not benefit from newer and better facilities. At present we 
have three terminal programs: one in Industrial Arts, one in Agri- 
culture, and one in the Commercial field. However, if a student 
wanted to specialize in carpentry, electronics, or even automotives, 
our limited facilities would make this impossible. If a_ student 
wanted to specialize in landscaping, livestock breeding, or market 
gardening, our meager facilities (the shop on the other side of the 
river) could not meet the student’s needs. When the school is large 
enough to have more than two or three groups in a specific subject, 
the teacher and the students are in a better position to make great 
strides in meeting the needs of this fast moving, industrial economy 
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that we face today. In the commercial field, many find themselves 
competing for positions in the business world with students who 
have had many more courses in high school as well as experience 
with newer equipment. Because of the size of our student body we 
can offer only certain basic subjects. 


Looking at the anticipated enrollment for Arms Academy shows 
that in five or six years from now the student body will approach 
and pass 400. Someone might ask the question, “Isn’t that what you 
are asking for’? Certainly we want a large student population to al- 
low for more ability grouping within each class, but with the present 
limited facilities an increased enrollment can mean only one of two 
things: first, establish a double session program to accommodate 
the increase; or second, curtail the present program so that we can 
meet the needs of larger class sizes. 


In conclusion, I would like to review some of the main points: 


1. Students from Arms have done well over the years while 
competing with other students in the area. 


2. During the last ten years the other towns have improved 
their facilities and programs to meet the needs of all the 
students. 


3. Arms Academy has made few changes to meet the growing 
needs of the students of this area who must continue to 
compete in our society. 


Therefore, I would like to suggest that the three towns now 
studying the high school problem give serious consideration to a 
new comprehensive high school that will give our youth an equal 
opportunity to compete with students from the world over.

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SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


The weights and measures of all school children were taken 
in September with the assistance of the teachers. The Massachu- 
setts Vision Tests and Hearing Tests have been given during the 
school year. Excellent cooperation has been shown by parents 
whose children had defects. 


Assistance has been given Dr. Olson with physical examina- 
tions of Grades I, IV, VIII. 


The dental program is being continued with a dental commit- 
tee of four eighth grade children who visit each grade at regular 
intervals to check the number of children who have completed 
dental work. Miss Genevieve Ely, Dental Hygienist from the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Public Health has inspected all the 
children’s teeth. The immunization clinics for diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough, and tetanus were conducted with 145 children attending. 
Eighty were school children. 


The Well Child Conference for preschool children was conduct- 
ed in the summer. This was sponsored by the P.T.A. and assistance 
was given by parents and interested people. Dr. Olive Davies, 
Pediatrician of Greenfield and Dr. John Olson were the attending 
physicians. Mrs. Marjorie Thompson of Amherst was consulting 
nutritionist and Mrs. Barbara Mankowski of Greenfield was den- 
tal hygienist. Mantoux T.B. tests, urine and hemoglobin tests were 
taken. 109 children attended, 19 of whom entered first grade.

2 children were taken to the Colrain physician 

4 children were taken to a Shelburne Falls dentist
